T he man went to the police head­ 
quarters and stated that he was here 
to locate Mrs. Jane Corwin and her 
daughter, Edith, and that the C o r ­ 
win girl was wanted in Missouri for 
perjury. 
He gave^ his name as Geo. 
Beabout, 
of 
Hopkins, 
Mo. 
The 
police refused to assist him in m ak­ 
ing the search, as he failed to pro­ 
duce the proper credentials. 
Shortly after he left the station 
the chief of police received a tele­ 
gram from Missouri asking him to 
arrest George Beabout and his co m ­ 
panion, 
whose correct name was 
given as Ethel Driskel, and giving 
the 
following additional inform a­ 
tion: 
“ Case 
of 
kidnapping. 
Confer 
with Mrs- Corwin, 935 North M ar­ 
ket 
street. 
Hold 
for 
sheriff 
of 
Nodaway county. ” 
T h e girl was arrested at the M an ­ 
hattan, and Beabout was found at a 
resort on North Main street, 
play­ 
ing whist. 
Yesterday’s sensation is a sequel 
to one of the most widely celebrated 
cases that was ever tried in the state 
of Iowa. 
In October, 1895, 
Geo. 
Beabout and John Ewing, both of 
Nodaway county. Mo. , drove across 
the state line into T aylor county, 
la. , 
where 
Myrtle 
Bristow 
and 
Edith Corwin, two school girls of 
Hopkins, Mo. , 
were visiting, and 
induced the girls to go riding with 
them. 
The two men criminally as­ 
saulted the girls 
and were after­ 
wards arrested. 
Beabout was tried 
first and sentenced to twenty years 
in 
the 
Iowa 
penitentiary. 
Tw o 
months later, Ewing was tried and 
sentenced to fifteen years in the 
penitentiary. 
Ewing is still doing 
time, 
but 
Beabout 
appealed his 
case to the supreme court and after 
two months’ imprisonment was re­ 
leased on $6, 000 bond. 
While in prison he repeatedly d e ­ 
clared that if he ever got out the 
first thing he did would be to kill 
Edith 
Corwin. 
As soon 
as 
B e ­ 
about was released Mrs. Corwin and 
her daughter fled to this city and 
have been living here in seclusion, 
fearing he would execute his threat. 
Mrs. Corwin and her daughter have 
received 
several 
telegrams 
from 
friends in Nodaway county lately, 
warning them to beware of Beabout. 
Miss Driskel, the girl brought here 
by Beabout, was one of the state’s 
witnesses in his trial, and not only 
has he won her over to his side, but 
she was to help him induce Edith 
Corwin to sign an affidavit that she 
perjured herself when she testified 
against Beabout. 
T h e Missouri sheriff will arrive 
today. 
A t his trial Beabout claimed that 
Edith Corwin and Myrtle Bristow 
wrote a letter to John Ewing, stating 
that they were in Bedford, la . , and 
requested the men to come up there 
and “ have a time. ” 
H e testified 
that the consent of both girls had

continuous welcome Lincoln people 
and large contingents from other 
parts of Nebraska gave William J. 
Bryan, on his home-coming M o n ­ 
day culminated last evening in a 
grand demonstration in 
honor of 
his formal notification of his nomi­ 
nation for the presidency of the na­ 
tional silver party. 
From the time Mr. Bryan reach­ 
ed this city, at 11 o ’clock yesterday 
morning, until the tired crowds re­ 
tired from the streets at a late hour 
last night, there was parading galore 
through the streets of 
the capital 
city by local and visiting campaign 
clubs, nearly all with 
brass bands 
in front. 
There was an escort pro 
cession from the Burlington depot 
to Mr. B ryan’s residence; another 
procession which accompanied the 
candidate to a mass meeting in the 
state house grounds, and the third 
and greatest preceding notification 
ceremonies. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, George A. 
Groot, chairman of the notification 
committee, and Morris Humphrey, 
of Lincoln, rode 
together 
in the 
midst of the night parade. 
Men in 
white duck uniforms carrying flam­ 
beaux formed a picturesque part of 
the display. 
Those were members 
of the silver 
clubs 
from Lincoln 
and elsewhere in the state. 
Nearly, 
if not quite, 1, 000 mounted 
men 
were in line, and these, 
with the 
silver-caped organizations, fired off 
sky rockets and Roman candles as 
they proceeded from the postoffice 
square along the principal streets to 
state house.
